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Interview Summary 

Discussed at length the limitation of claim 3. Claim 3 cites that the said order module 
selectively and audibly sends only a first portion of the food order to a first food preparer 
worker in response to a voice command and the system diverts a second portion of the 
food order different from the first portion to a second food preparer worker. However, in 
Hayman (US Patent No. 4,388,689), each workstation would have a Production CRT 30 
with identical displays thereon (col. 3, line 60-65). Applicant believes that selectively 
sending the order to different workstation is the key feature of the invention. Agreement 
was reached that Hayman reference does not teach this feature. Therefore, finality is 
not proper. Applicant is advised to file a reply in response to the Interview. A new office 
action will then be issued to address Applicant's key feature of claim 3. Further search 
and consideration is required.
